Lightning Strikes 
Trio at Ball Field 


All Satisfactory; 
Observed at RRMC

A sudden powerful 
thunderstorm blew through 
Rutland and struck down three 
people on White Playground 
youth baseball diamond Friday 
afternoon. 

The lightning struck a young 
boy, a Rutland Recreation 
Department coach and a Rutland 
nurse around 2 p.m. All were 
listed in satisfactory condition 
at Rutland Regional Medical 
Center Friday night. The rest of 
the Rutland Recreation Depart¬ 
ment's Mighty Mites baseball 
team of boys, ages 7 to 10, and a 
small crowd of spectators 
escaped unharmed. 

' They have no specific in¬ 
juries, no burns and no physical 
trauma/' said emergency room 
physician Dr, Jim Russel of the 
lightning victims. Injured in the 
bizarre accident were; Brian 
Kerns, 22, who was coaching a 
game; Vikki Shambo, 33, an off 
duty nurse and mother of a ball 
player and Brett Connor, 9, who 
was at the field watching the 
game. 

All were admitted to Rutland 
Regional Medical Center. The 
hospital reported that the vie- 
tims were admitted as a precau¬ 
tionary measure and would 
undergo cardiac monitoring for 
24 hours, 

"It is possible for people to ac¬ 
tually be struck by lightning 
without the electricity actually 
penetrating the body, said Dr. 
Russel '"It's a bizarre 
phenomenon that's not really 
well understood but the current 
goes around the outside of the 
skin to the ground." 


only 20 to 30 percent of all lightn¬ 
ing injuries as fetal. 

Connor was the most lucid 
after the incident. He explained 
that he'd gone down to the 
baseball field on his bike early to 
watch the children play when he 
realized a storm was coming. 

"1 started leaving. [ think I'd 
pedaled about four times and i 
was zapped in the finger," 
recalled the boy in his hospital 
room, his bright blue eyes gazing 
toward his finger "I looked over 
at the coach and he'd dropped to 
the ground- There were sparks 
flying from his feet and he was 
just laying there shaking.'' 

"Brian got It the worst," said 
Connor, who indicated he ex¬ 
perienced getting hit by lights 
ing a second time shortly after¬ 
wards when he was getting into a 
car. 

Although Kerns reported he 
had the worst headache of his 
life, he seemed in good spirits, 
when interviewed at the hospital 
Friday evening. 

"I fee! fortunate," said Kerns, 
who coaches the young baseball 
players as part of his job as 
assistant summer camps direc- 
tor for the Rutland Recreation 
Department. "Tt's something 
you read about hut you never 
think It's going to happen to y ou. 
Someday my grandchildren 1 are 
going to flip out when they hear 
about this." 

Kerns said he didn't sea the 
lightning and remembered very 
little of the Incident. 

"I was just telling one parent 
we'd have to cancel the second 
session and everybody was in a 
mad rush to get off the field," 
said the young man. "The next 
thing I knew I felt myself going 
down and JJi&re was a tremen¬ 
dous amount of heat in my 
head" 

"My assistant coach told me I

,l It hit the ground, it was fin 
external shock on the head, a 
real jolt, I turned around and 
saw Brian on the ground and by 
the time 1 got to him he was in 
real distress, and the nurse in me 
came out/ 1 

Sham bo said it wasn't until 
she tried to walk home, after ten¬ 
ding to the patient, that the 
realized she'd better go to the 
hospital too. "I got really weak 
and woozy," she said. "It was 
really frightening — 1 felt like a 
wet rag." 

Lightning causes 55 percent 
more fatalities than tornadoes 
and 45 percent more than floods 
and hurricanes combined, ac¬ 
cording to Marvin Frydenlund, 
director of Lightning Protection 
Institute in Harvard Ill. 


Frydenlund said certain precau 
lions should be excercised dur¬ 
ing a th un d era torm 

According to Dr. Len Pauloz- 
zi, of Vermont Department of 
Health, these would include: 
avoiding exposed areas and re¬ 
maining in closed structures Like 
cars and houses. 

If you are caught outside in a 
sudden storm, Paulozzi said, 
you should fiiid a low lying area 
and put some form of insulation 
between yourselves and the 
ground to break any flow of elec¬ 
trical current. 

'if you're a mountain climber 
you can sit down on your ropes, ’ 
said Faulozzzi 'This isn't prac 
tical advice but it can help- A 
softball player might not have 
anything to sit on."

Is Safe 

By KEVIN O’CONNOR 

The old Rutland landfill may 
loom near the Rutland Area 
Vocational-Technical Center, but 
it doesn’t appear to be threatening 
a proposal to attach a new city 
high school to the building. 

Preliminary reports from a pri¬ 
vate engineer show that no toxic 
- waste has been found on property 
between the former dump and the 
f vocational center on Woodstock 
\ Avenue. 

But tests are still taking place 
at and around the landfill* which 
the state has designated a haz¬ 
ardous waste site eligible for the 
national Superfund clean-up list. 

The city School Board wants to 
relocate Rutland High School to a 
new building to be attached to the 
vocational center, which sits 
below the 50-year-old I and fill that 
was dosed last year. 

The proposal is part of a 
multi-million-dofiar school im¬ 
provement plan that will be con¬ 
sidered by city voters sometime 
this fall. 

Because the plan hinges on the 
dt/s ability to expand at the vo¬ 
cational center, school officials 
have commissioned DuBois & 
King toe,, a Randolph engineering 
firm, to study soil on the property. 

"’Nothing in our field investiga¬ 
tions jumped out at us as indicat¬ 
ing an immediate problem,” Rus¬ 
sell RohlofF, a senior project eng¬ 
ineer at the firm, said Monday. 

But Rchloff did find records of 
“different types of waste products" 
— some considered potentially 
dangerous — at the landfill. 

According to the state, several 
local industries had dumped dan¬ 
gerous wastes at the site before 
regulations prohibited such dis¬ 
posal. The wastes included:

Rutland Team Boasts

It’s the individual athlete who 
is most important to Rutland 
swimming coach Kevin Stanley, 
and not so much the team. 
Although his swimmers recently 
placed 1 hh out of 20 teams in the 
Vermont State Swimming Cham¬ 
pionships at Dartmouth College 
in Hanover, N.H., it was the indi¬ 
vidual efforts which pleased 
Stanley the most. 

For example, 8 -year-old Josh 
Pol gar won the high point trophy 
for the 8 -aml-under age group at 
the state meet To add to his 
a3ready-lengthening list of ac¬ 
complishments, Josh captured 
three events at the state meet: the 
25-yard backstroke; the 50-yard 
freestyle; and the 25-yard 
freestyle. He also was on the 
second-place individual medley 
relay team. 

His older sister, -Jessica, won 
the high pE)int trophy for the girls 
8 -n rid-under age group last year, 
and was a member of two relay 
teams to place well at the meet 
along with Jasmine Hersko, A,J, 
Stein and Amy Desmans, accord¬ 
ing to Stanley. 

At the other end of the age spec¬ 
trum is Tucker Gilman, 18, who

that Rutland does, he said, so they 
are more apt to go out for the 
swimming team.

City Officials Ask for More Money

Three Rutland City department heads pre¬ 
sented an aldermanic committee with re¬ 
quests Wednesday totaling mbre than 
$131,000 from the equipment replacement 
fund. 

However, the Finance Committee took ac¬ 
tion on only the Police Department’s request 
to buy two new cruisers. The committee will 
recommend to the full board at its meeting 


Monday night that $29,000 be allocated from 
the fund to buy two so-called "police-package 1 " 
patrol cars to replace two existing vehicles. 

The committee took action on Acting Police 
Chief Anthony L. Bossi’s request so the city 
could beat an end-of-thc month deadline for 
buying the cars through the state. 

A $55,000 request from the Publi c Works 
Department, and requests totaling ^$€7,700 
from the. Recreation Dcpa rtment were put on 


hold pending further review by the committee.

Town political caucuses — annual meetings, 
where party stalwarts traditionally gather to elect 
officers, plan elections, lament Vermont's weak 
party system and tell a few political jokes — were 
held throughout Rutland County on Tuesday. 

Turnout was slim in Rutland City and Rutland 
Town, attributed to the fact that it is not an election 
year. Democrats numbered 11 in the city and six in 
the town. Republicans totaled 14 in the city and 13 
in the town. 

Some of the caucuses struggled to find enough 
delegates to send to the county caucuses next 
month. 

City Republicans and Democrats were all busi¬ 
ness, Limiting their activities to electing party com¬ 
mittee officials and nominating a slate of delegates 
to the county caucuses.

Rutland’s Early 
History Reveals 
A Town Divided

We want to the Rutland Senior Center last week 
hoping to loarn why Rutland was carved into four 
separate towns 100 years ago and has been 
squabbling amongst its dismembered parts ever 



since. 

To help Rutland understand itself better, the city 
Recreation Department and Rutland Historical 
Society have launched a series of “fireside' * 1 chats on 
“Our Town.” The goal is to enliven the communi¬ 
ty's history and enlighten any who care to take 
part. 

The talk, entitled 'The break-up of Old Rutland 
Town into the existing city and surrounding com¬ 
munities/' was the first in a series of 11 to run 
Wednesdays at 7:30 p.m. until Dec. 6. Future talks 
will focus on the city’s many musical bands, its the¬ 
aters, major floods, state fair and early flying. 

James Davidson, a local historian with a flair for 
the dramatic, tried to bring the small gathering of 
people back to the 1880s, when the debate raged 
about whether the town (which once included all of 
Rutland City, Rutland Town, West Rutland and 
Proctor) should He splintered. 

Tn 1880, Rutland was the largest town in Ver¬ 
mont,” Davidson said. It had more people than arty 
other community including Burlington. And the 
town's land area was approximately 28,000 acres, a 
similar size to many nearby towns. 

That year, residents of Rutland Village (today's 
downtown areal campaigned to turn the entire area 
into a city. The reasons were pragmatic. The town 
hall couldn't hold the 13,000 people for an annual 
town meeting. And, it seemed more practical to es¬ 
tablish representational city government for such a 
large number or people.

At the same time, Redfield Proctor, a Civil War 
veteran and Vermont governor, had another idea. 
Ho wanted to incorporate Sutherland Falls, what is 
today the town of Proctor, into a separate village 
and eventually a town.

Davidson explained that by creating hts own 
town, Proctor would no longer pay taxes to support 
the growing community of Rutland. With fewer 
people in this now town, he could better control his 
expenses. “It was just plain good business, David- 
son mid. 

The new town would also gain a representative 
in the legislature that Proctor could control. One 
opponent of the Proctor family charged that it 
would be the only state representative that an 
s we red to a private company instead of a comm uni - 

^Another opponent of division said it would carve 
up the soul of Rutland by separating the railroad in 
the core of the village from the marble quarries. It 
would be like separating the elevators from the 
center of Chicago or the wharves from the center 01 
Boston, they said. 

But many of the original proponents of one large 
city had lost their fighting spirit by 1866 and went 
along with Proctor's plan. At the close of the hear¬ 
ing, the legislature voted to incorporate Proctor 
and West Rutland. 

In the following years, the village of Rutland was 
chartered as a city, leaving Rutland Town as a 
donut-shaped rural community around the city. 

The irony was that here was a Civil War veteran, 
Redfield Froctor, who had just fought to keep the 
Confederacy from seceding. And now he led the el- 
f&rt to secede from Rutland, Davidson said,

towns and city were one? .

The Rutland Partnership will 
release plans this week fur major 
t changes in downtown Rutland, in¬ 
cluding proposals for a massive 
office and hotel complex* a con¬ 
vention center, a recreation cen¬ 
ter, railroad museum and village

The many gradiose recommen¬ 
dations are in a 96-page Down¬ 
town Development Strategy Re¬ 
port devised by consultants to the 
Rutland Partnership over the 
past 10 months. The proposal will 
be unveiled in a public forum on 
Wednesday at 7 p.m. at the Rut¬ 
land High School gymnasium. 

The overall Downtown Rutland 
Revitalization Plan will be used 
by the Flat land Partnership, a 
group composed of city officials 
and area business people, to guide 
redevelopment in coming years. 

Tt is seen to be another major 
step in an anticipated march to¬ 
ward changing the face of Rut¬

CVPS, which now has its head¬ 
quarters on Grove Street, has 
been looking to consolidate its of¬ 
fices in a new building- According 
to the plan, CVPS would move to 
the downtown building. 

The plans also could include 
greater administrative space for 
state workers at a state office 
complex north of West Street near 
the plaza, ‘All told, up to 800 new 
or relocated employees may be 
housed in new downtown quarters 
over the next five years,” the re¬ 
port states. 

The consultants say creating a 
new Downtown Green "as the 
centerpiece for the new Plaza of¬ 
fice development, ” and building a 
landscaped median down the cen¬ 
ter of Merchants Row “can radi¬ 
cally change the image of central 
Rutland," 

New parking garages also are 
envisioned for the future. 

In the Downtown Green, the 
plan says, might be a public skat¬ 
ing rink and an old Rutland Rail¬ 
road snowplow car, Rutland 
sculptor Patrick Farrow has been 
pushing the idea of obtaining the 
old snowplow car and installing it 
downtown to keep alive images of 
Rutland's past as a rail read Cen¬ 
ter. 

Along with this, the consultants 
see construction of a Railroad 
Museum downtown, and a train 
station platform to be used for ex¬ 
cursion trains running to Bellows 
Falls. 

The plan also calls for contrac¬ 
tion of a regional recreation center 
with an indoor swimming pool on 
Evelyn Street. 

Another project is the Rutland 
Visitor and Exhibition Center, 
which would be built to accommo¬ 
date 2,000 people at conventions 
and trade shows. The report also 
envisions a renovated Paramount 
Theater on Center Street, another 
smaller theater for live perfor 
mancea and a multi-screened film 
theater complex near the hotel. 

The study foresees the inclusion 
of permanent stalls for the Rut¬ 
land County Farmers Market — 
which now sets up twice a week 
downtown - outside a supermar¬ 
ket at the Rutland Village Center 
in the plaza. This space could 
have stores for ^convenience goods 
and service shops" serving people 
who live downtown. 


will be available. 

The partnership* made up of 
business, political and civic lead¬ 
ers, wop formed in June 1988. 
CVPS and the city each contribut¬ 
ed $20,000 to fund the master 
plan for the downtown's revital¬ 
ization. 

Part of CVPS’s interest in, the 
project stemmed from its desire to 
find a new corporate headquar¬ 
ters, preferably in the downtown. 

Alter a selection process that 
lasted several months* Thomas & 
Means Associates was chosen to 
undertake the $150,000 project, 
3 X MA conducted the study in con¬ 
junction with Buckhurst, Fish, 
Hutton* Katz, Inc of New York. 

In drawing up its master plan, 
the consultants heard from hun¬ 
dreds of local officials, business 
people and citizens. More than 
20Q people attended a public 
Forum at Rutland High School in 
March to give their input on what 
ihey would like to see in a rejuve¬ 
nated downtown. 

One of the biggest complaints 
heard at that meeting was the 
condition of the Rutland Shopping 
Plaza. Also mentioned, was the 
perceived lack of parking and the 
need for more green areas. 

Since work on the master plan 
has begun, the city has created 
the first redevelopment authority 
in the state. 

The Rutland Redevelopment 
Authority was approved by voters 
in March as the funding agency 
for public and private sector im¬ 
provements, One of the first or¬ 
ders of business for the RRA will 
be to decide which recommenda¬ 
tions in the master plan to imple¬ 
ment.

Time was when, if you were a kid, you could get 
into the Grand Theater to see a cowboy movie on 
Saturday afternoon for a nickel 
And when you were a little older, a great way to 
spend New Year's Eve was at the midnight show 
at the Paramount, But you had to get there early 
to bo sure of getting a seat.

Reminiscences like these were the grist that 
fed the mills of memory at the Rutland Senior 
Center last week in a program on the history of 
Rutland theaters. 

While 300 Rutlanders were busy elsewhere last 
Wednesday night hearing about proposals for a 

new and improved downtown, about 30 people --

were recalling the years when the city's business 
district was t he hub of the area for entertainment 
as well as finance. 

The principal speakers at the informal presen¬ 
tation were James Davidson, Rutland Historical 
Society president; and Julianna Lovell p board 
member of Paramount Center Inc, Plenty of ad¬ 
ditional information on the subject was volun¬ 
teered by members of the audience during the 
course of the evening. 

The event was part of a series focussing on var¬ 
ious aspects of life in Rutland over the past cen¬ 
tury or longer, sponsored by the historical society 
and the city Recreation Department, 

Rutland "always” had theaters* beginning with 
entertainments at Rutland’s old town hall that 
stood on South Main Street opposite the park* 
said Davidson- The building was destroyed by fire 
in 1868 

In that same year, the town's first “real" the¬ 
ater was built on Merchants Row, the new focus 
of commercial activity that opened up with the 
end of the Civil War and the coming of the rail- 
rood in the Otter Creek flatlands. 

This was the 850-seat Ripley Opera House, es¬ 
tablished to satisfy the cultural tastes of Rut¬ 
land’s aspiring elite, with operas, dramas and 
musical soirees given by travelling artistes. 
While it catered to local talent and popular tastes 
as well, there were some kinds of entertainment 
it was “not allowed” to show, according to one au¬ 
dience member, 

For various reasons, it was eventually eclipsed 
by the Playhouse, now the Paramount, which 
opened early in 1914. The Center Street theater, 
which held almost 1,000 people, was built by 


George T. Chaffee* a local banker and industrial¬ 
ist whose home has become the Chaffee Art Cen¬ 
ter, 

Travelling troupes playing operas, vaudeville, 
minstrel shows, and such comedians as Harry 
Lauder and Will Rogers graced the Playhouse 
stage. 

Two members of Wednesday's audience discov¬ 
ered that they had both, as children* first been 
exposed lo Verdi’s "Rigoletto" there, perhaps even 
on the same cold winter’s night, 

’The show would never start* until the Chaf- 
fees had come in and taken their places in their 
special box, said one woman, who had the story 
from a former Playhouse stagehand. 

1 Pianist Bertha LeVangie recoiled that as a 
young woman she once had to pinch-hit for the pit 
piano player who accompanied the silent movies. 
She got a big laugh with her account of how fast 
she had to improvise on the keyboard to keep up 
with the -show's changing scenes, 

Other memories included the Strand on Wales 
Street* originally the Shrine Theater, and the 
Colonial on West Street, now a parking lot. 

There was also a theater upstairs briefly in the 
Dunn Block, now the Salvation Army building 
Davidson mentioned concerts in the Baxter 
Music Hall on the Baxter estate, where Rutland 
Junior High School now stands, but no one could 
recall exactly where it was located. 

People used to come to the Playhouse from 
miles around, on special trains or on trolleys from 
Fair Haven and Castieton,

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Halloween 
Has Encore 
In Parade

It may have been the day after, but Rutland's 
rain- delayed Halloween parade still had plenty of 
spirit Wednesday night. 

There were spirits like the spooky, costumed spir¬ 
its that rode on the tongue-twisting '"Dana School 
Spirit Presents Dana Spirits" float. 

There was spirit like that of Susan Pearson, a 
Rutland High School cheerleader whose broken foot 
didn't stop her from rolling down the parade route in 
a wheelchair. 

And there was spirit like that of Anthony Stood ley 
and Barbara Ellis, two elementary students with a 
‘"Southeast'" school sign and an underdog story. 

Stoodlty and Ellis arrived downtown for the 30th 
annual Halloween march with costumes and a de¬ 
sire to represent Southeast, the smallest of the city's 
five elementary schools. The two soon found them¬ 
selves and their sign placed between a large ghoul¬ 
ish gaggle from Northwest School and a larger cos¬ 
tumed contingency from Northeast School {that’s 
larger as in two flatbed trucks full of people.) 

Blink and you may not have seen Stoodley and 
Ellis in I he crowded parade march, But they were 
there. just below a looming tractor trailer float — a 
small football player and a srpaller wicked witch 
who just wanted to march like everybody else. 

Wednesday's parade was kicked off at 6:30 p.m. by 
Rutland Mayor Jeffrey N, Wennberg and Pumpkin 
Queen Many McGurl, a senior at Rutland High 
School. 

MeGurl said she was a Rutland cheerleader, and 
if noL for her parade crown, she would have marched 
with a squad that had dressed like elephants. 

Was she disappointed to have to ride in a convert¬ 
ible wealing a tiara, rather thatf match with her 
friends while wearing floppy ears and a felt trunk on 
her nose? 

Said MeGurl of her cheerleading friends: '"I miss 
not being with them, but I know they’ll do a great 

job," 

As for the mayor, he had only one wish: “Staying 
warm as best as T can.” 

It was cold Wednesday. Marcia Hudson of Rut¬ 
land Town watched the parade near a time and tem¬ 
perature sign that Dashed a chilly 50 degrees. She 
pointed to her long-length coat, earmuffs, gloves and 
long underwear underneath. 

It was so cold, she said, that “the dogs here have 
fur coats,” 

But as Wennberg noted of the rain-check parade, 
“Cold is better than wet.” 

At least four rubber ducks disagreed, They were 
the ones ihat flapped in a hot tub filled with 220 gal¬ 
lons of 105 degree w ater on the "Hot Tubs To Go” 
float, 

Overheard from one duck to another: "Are you 
I sweating inside your bill?" 

The parade was a family event that brought hun¬ 
dreds of people to sidewalks to see hundreds of peo¬ 
ple in the streets,

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Sewer Upgrade to Cost Millions 


Project Said Needed 
To Increase Capacity 

By BRUCE EDWARDS 

City residents may be asked to foot 
part of the bill for a $3 million to $5 
million upgrade of the sewage treat¬ 
ment plant, 

The Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night was told that an upgrade of the 
secondary sewage treatment plant will 
be necessary in four years in order to in¬ 
crease capacity by 50 percent. 

The board approved a motion by the 
Public Works Committee to refer to the 
Finance Committee “the establishment 
of a capita) reserve fund for plant ex¬ 
pansion/ and determine a method of fi¬ 
nancing the fund, 

Alderman Nicholas A, Barone, the 
committee chairman, said after the 
meeting that expanding the plant was 
essential to future development, 

“If we don't expand our plant.,, build¬ 
ing will come to a virtual standstill,” 


Barone said. Without an upgrade, he 
said, the plant will be out of capacity in 
four years. 

Cost of upgrading the plant situated 
ofT Greens Hill Lane will depend on 
whether the federal government req¬ 
uires filters that would further reduce 
the amount of pollutants discharged 
into the Otter Creek. If the filters are 
not required, the expansion would cost 
approximately $3 million. Filters would 
increase ihe cost by another $2 million. 

The $13 million plant was completed 
two years ago with 95 percent federal 
and statu funding, City residents paid 
the remaining 5 percent through a bond. 

Barone said that he was unsure how 
much federal and state money was still 
available for a project of this kind. 
However. Mayor Jeffrey N, Wennberg 
said Monday night that “more than like¬ 
ly we're looking at a bond issue/' 

Wennberg said under new guidelines 
the federal and state governments 
would nett pick up the cost of the 53 
million dollar upgrade. 

‘The days of 95 percent funding are 


gone," he said. 

However, Wennberg also said the 
state had assured the city in writing 
that if Fill era were required on the plant, 
the 95 percent funding formula would 
still apply, 

He said the federal government did 
have zero percent interest loans avail¬ 
able. And Wennberg said that if a bond 
was required, it would be paid back 
from user fees and not from property 
taxes. 

Wennberg said it was even possible 
that user fees may not have to be in¬ 
creased depending on how much devel¬ 
opment takes place outside of the city 
The city has contracts with Rutland 
Town and the Alpine Pipeline Co. to 
provide sewage treatment. Alpine, a 
private sewer company, serves Mendon, 
Sherburne and Rutland Town along 
Route 4. 

According to the proposed schedule 
presented by Barone's committee, the 
upgrade design would begin in early 
1991 with construction taking place

1992-93. Anticipated completion 
of the project would be in 1994. 
Once completed the upgrade 
would increase the plant's capaci¬ 
ty of 6,5 million gallons-per-day 
by 50 percent, or 3.4 million gal¬ 
lons. 

The board also approved a 
aewage allocution policy for the 
coming calendar year. The city 
has a remaining efipcity of 
356,000 gallons-per-day with al¬ 
most 82/100 gallons of that held in 
reserve for contingencies. That 
leaves 274,000 gallons for distri¬ 
bution over the next four years or 
63.600 gallons to be allocated each 
year. 

Industrial and commercial de¬ 
velopment as well as owner- 
occupied detached homes received 
the bulk <>f the allocation — a total 
of 43,000 gallons for the coming 
year, 

In other business, the board ap¬ 
proved a settlement with the fire¬ 
fighters union over an unfair 
labor practice charge involving 
the paramedic program. 

The union had objected to the 
city’s position that a paramedic- 
firefighter who gave up his 
paramedic certification would 
also lose his job as a firefighter. 

The settlement requires that 
n^w paramedic-firefighters keep 
their certification for five years. If 
a paramedic intends to drop his 
certification he must notify the 
city at th c en d of four years. 

All current paramedics will be 
required to give the city one year's 


notice if they intend to drop their 
certification. The settlement also 
requires emergency medical tech¬ 
nicians, or EMTs, to maintain 
their certification for a period of 
time so there are eight EMT°s em¬ 
ployed as firefighters. 

The board also approved spend¬ 
ing $86,(K)0 from the equipment 
replacement fund for two police 
Cruisers and a van for the Recre¬ 
ation Department. The board al¬ 
located the remaining $39,000 for 
the purchase next year of a 
$55,000 backhoe for the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. 

Alderman Quincy Baker Jr. told 
the board that instead of buying 
an $18,000 van for the recreation 
department, it would have been 
less expensive to contract with the 
local hu s company to provide the 
service.

Draft Plan 
Is Unveiled 

Center’s Funding, Location 
Still Have to Be Determined

A draft plan for a community recreational cen¬ 
ter featuring an indoor pool and basketball courts 
! has been unveiled by a special city committee, 
and key officials have offered to help find money 
and land for the building. 

Support for a new recreation center has been 
offered by both the mayor and the Rutland Rede¬ 
velopment Authority, the city’s financing and 
planning arm of redevelopment efforts. 

‘I think 1990 is the year to put it on the front 
burner,’ 1 Mayor Jeffrey N, Wcnnberg said Mon¬ 
day, 

X>ur goal is to find a place for this thing and 
help pay for it. We will try to help you raise the 
money, 1 ' RRA Chairman John Ruggiero told com¬ 
mittee members last week. 

The draft plan, proposed by the ad hoc Recre¬ 
ation Center Study Committee, features a 
70,000-square-foot, one-story building that would 
cost approximately $5 million and would be at 
least partially funded by private donations. 

It features a competition -sired pool, a large 
gym that could be set up as two basketball courts 
or three volleyball courts, locker rooms, a sauna 
and whirlpool, a climbing wall, rooms for weight 
training, aerobics, crafts, meetings, and chil- 
I dren's activities, and offices for the city recreation 
j department. 

Recreation committee Chairman Robert Fran- 
zoni said city residents already had waited too 
long for a good recreation facility. He said the 
1 committee believed there would be strong public 
au pport for t he pi an. 

The plans were not drawn for a specific location 
but are intended to be a model for what the com¬ 
mittee believes the center should offer. 

Fransom aaid his committee's main goal was to 
get the facility built and therefore was open to 
site suggestions throughout the city. 

Wennberg has said he would like the center to 
be put somewhere downtown to boost revitaliza¬ 
tion efforts, 

Downtown planning consultants hired by The 
Rutland Partnership suggested that a center be 
put downtown to boost the revitalization effort 
and bring people downtown both day and eve¬ 
ning.

downtown?” Wennberg said, 

Ruggiero said he did not want the process to 
"get hung up on a site,” But he added that placing 
it downtown would provide more of "an economic 
shot in the arm” than building it in a neighbor 
hood. 

“If we can find a good-sized parcel downtown 
that's available within a reasonable time, there is 
no reason it can t go downtown," Ruggiero said. 

On the issue of funding, Franzoni said he was 
optimistic that taxpayers would not have to foot 
the entire bill, 

we have to go to the public (for money!, wc 
want Lo go with a minimum," he said. 

The recreation committee plans to begin the 
funding process by soliciting donations. Bor row¬ 
ing from an idea used long ngo by the hospital, 
Franzoni said he would Like to offer people and 
businesses the chance to “buy" a certain room or 
piece of equipment as a memorial, 

“We will have a menu worked up to try to sell 
for memorials,’' Franzoni said, “If we get real 
lucky vou could get someone to fund the swim- 
ming pool,” he added, noting that was approxi¬ 
mately a ha If-million-dollar item, 

Franzoni estimated that the committee might 
be able to cover one-quarter of the cost through 
donations 

It would probably be up to the RRA, with input 
from the committee, to decide how the rest of the 
funds could he raised. 

Ruggiero said that asking the public to approve 
a bond issue was only one of many options avail 
able to the RRA. Others include earmarking rev¬ 
enues from: 

— A special downtown tax assessment district 
which is now under consideration, 

— A tax incremental financing program, which 
would allow the RRA to use some of the increases 
in tax revenue generated by redevelopment to 
issue bonds 

— Sale of city property. 

The RRA plans to be “creative” on funding is¬ 


sues, Ruggiero promised 

■ Who knows, maybe a private developer may 
come in and not need all the land they’re using 
and give up a piece of it,” he suggested 

Franzuni and Recreation and Parks Depart¬ 
ment Chairman John W, Ckdfredi said they were 
hopeful that the release of the plans would mark 
the beginning of the end to a long and frustrating 
process. The committee has been worked for 
seven years to replace the aging Lawrence 
Recreation Center on Center Street. 

Several plans and sites have been considered 
over the years but the committee was repeatedly 
stymied by lack or funding or poor political tim¬ 
ing, Franzoni said. 

In the last year, the committee was urged to 
wait to unveil its proposal until after voters con¬ 
sidered the school bond and incinerator purchase 
proposals, Franzoni said. 

■We’ve taken a back seat lo all the other pro¬ 
jects. Now it's time,” CiolTredi said. 

The light is beginning to shine,” said commit¬ 
tee member and former Alderman Betty Ferraro, 
“We haven't just let this sit Idle, but you can’t pul! 
money off the trees .” 

One question the committee La still trying to 
answer is what would happen to the Lawrence 
Recreation Center, which was donated to the city 
in 1963 by attorney Edwin W. Lawrence, who 
died in 1967. 

The committee had hoped to sell the historic 
old home, perhaps to someone interested in 
downtown office space, and put the revenues to¬ 
ward a new facility, 

However, there is apparently some question 
about what would happen to the property iTit was 
no longer used as a city recreation center, com¬ 
mittee members said 

According to a deed condition apparently added 
by Groce Congregational Church, which once 
owned the property, it appears that if the city 
stopped using the building for recreation it would 
be sold and the proceeds put in trust For the Rut¬ 
land Free Library Association, 

Committee member William J. Bloomer, q 
lawyer, has suggested discussing the issue with 
the church and library and propose sharing the 
proceeds from the sale. 

Tn addition to Franzoni, Ferraro and Bloomer, 
the committee members are Alderman Robert 
Stafford, Hendrick Arnold and Anne Wilson.

Stem chaos? you ask. Isn't that being 
verdramalEC?

But even a lowly sock can grab your at¬ 
tention if it s persistent. It's like a dripping 
faucet. Eventually it will drive you crazy 
Same with socks If you look at a white 

sock with rust spots enough times you 
begin to wonder, "What's the story on this 

sock?" 

1 found out. The sock had sentimental 
value for a family member who was hop¬ 
ing that enough washings might remove 
the rust. 

But rust spots don't COme out. So, with 
the owner's approval, the sock became a 
rag. It’ll come in handy the next time we 
wan Ho polish the furniture with our feet. 

The import am thing is. I stemmed the 
tide of chaos, as represenled by a maver¬ 
ick sock.

Differedl circumstances create this un¬ 
easiness in different people. My wife, for 
example, is always asking, "Are you 
through with this magazine?

She throws out old newspapers and mag¬ 
azines as soon as possible, She has been 
known to discard the newspaper before f 
can read it, (hough that may only be a way 
to make me do more work around the 
house.

common thread, the fear that if we leave 
one loose end. we may leave another and 
another and another until we are entan¬ 
gled by loose ends, like a scuba diver 
trapped in kelp beds. 

The fear springs from know ing our own 
weaknesses We know we're lazy ‘d 
rather let things go. And we know if we 
get hooked by the habit of letting things 
go we're t dead. And so, I have to know 
where the brown pitcher goes. 

Even more upsetting than coming 
across the brown pitcher is finding an ob¬ 
ject that cannot be identified. Inquiries to 
family members yield nothing. No one 
knows what the object is, but it seems to 
have a well-defined, even essential, pur¬ 
pose. 

Psychological crosscurrents are at work 
here, One is (he mentioned anxiety over 
loose ends The other is Ihe certain 


knowledge that as soon as the object is 
thrown away it's function will be discov¬ 
ered. 

The object wit] invariably be part of 
some device that cannot work without it. 
And the maker of (he device will have 
gone out of business 25 years ago, so that 
replacement parts are out of the question, 
The standard solution in cases like this 
is to put the discovered item in a drawer 
and wait to find out where it came from. 
Unfortunately, when you find the device 
that needs the part, you will have forgot¬ 
ten where you put the part. 

So you wind up keeping for a year the 
main device, hoping the missing part will 
again show up. Finally, you throw the de¬ 
vice out, assuming you have lost the part.

The largest and best known of the county’s — and 
maybe the nation’s — Halloween celebrations is the an- 
nun I Rutland City Halloween Parade. The dty goes all 
out. People prepare costumes for weeks ahead of time 
and competition h fierce. 

School art classes spend half the fall preparing floats 
for the parade, which attracts thousands of people from 
near and far, as well as a representational showing of 
comic hook Superheroes, who hang around Rutland af¬ 
terwards to enjoy big bashes hosted by area bars. 

The parade has frequently been featured in Marvel, 
Detective Comics and other national comic books. This 
year marks the 30th anniversary of the parade. 

What is this fascination Rutland has wiih Halloween? 

"People identify with if. People who lived here and 
moved away come back for the parade. It’s like the tradi¬ 
tional Mount St. Joseph’s Academy/Rutland (High 
School) football game. It’s a combination of nostalgia and 
pride in the unique way we celebrate Halloween/' jays 
John Ooffredi, superintendent of the Rutland Recre¬ 
ation Deportment, 

Every year, he gets phone calls from national publica¬ 
tions and people all over the world who want to publicize, 
participate in or just watch the event. 

"They don’t do Halloween up like they do in Rutland 
anywhere else in (he world/* observes Tom Slayton, edi¬ 
tor of Vermont Life who, as a reporter at the Rutland 
Herald, experienced first-hand the early years of Rut¬ 
land’s Halloween mania, "Maybe it’s frisk spirits Tunning 
around, but i think it’s Tom Fagan." 



The annual parade was initially Cioffredi's idea, But 
even Cioffredi will admit it was Fagan who brought into 
Superscope, 

Fagan, today a promotion director for the Rutland 
publishing firpi Charles Tuttle Co., grew up in Rutland 
where, from early times, he had a fascination with the 
underworld. He learned to read from comic books, fasci¬ 
nated with stories that played off Celtic and Druid 
mythologies of the struggle between good and evil, life 
and death — the themes of Halloween. 

Fagan’s favorite Superhero was — and is — Batman. 
The Bat bug bit Fagan half a century ago in 1935 when, at 
age he bought his first comic bonk: Detective Comics 
No. 33, the fifth issue to feature Batman. 

Today, he is the country's best-known collector of 
Batman comics and memorabilia such as calendars, wal¬ 
lets, magnets and Batntobilcs, A vault located in a secret 
location contains his copy of Detective No. 27, the issue 
valued at 525,000 in which Batman made his debut. 

When the new Batman movie came out, Fagan was 
among those quoted by the Los Angeles Tunes and St. 
Louis Post Dispatch, not to mention the producers of 
Batman comic itself. 

He was once voted ’’Chief Batmanian” by loyal Bat- 
fans, who put out a fan magazine called fintmania. In 
1971* Detective Comics paid him the ultimate compli¬ 
ment, drawing him into a comic strip and using his real 
name in the issue. 

Halloween was Fagan’s favorite holiday as a child. It 
wasn’t the pranks and vandalism that he loved —he says 
tricks were far more widespread than today — but the 
feeling in the air when people play out their alter-egos 
and simultaneously — perhaps subconsciously — re¬ 
enact li mix of ancient Pagan and Christian rites. 

Cioffredi s predecessor. Bud Ericson, had established 
a city tradition of holding block parties as a way of keep¬ 
ing teens and young adults busy on Halluween night. 
There were bond fires, refreshments and dancing.

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Newman Is Just A Genetic Accident

Paul Newman doesn’t gel it. He really 
doesn't. He knows what you and I and the 
millions thiol: of him. with his definitively 
blue eyes and sly am ile and the reputation 
for lending a thoroughly charmed life and 
the paradeE reputation for being a genuine 
good guy, the kind of person who would 
start bottling his secret salad dressing as a 
goof and then, when it wound up making 
millions, donate all the profits to charity. 
He knows what we think, hut he doesn't 
understand it. 

He is aAed the secret of his success, 
and he says, '1 don't have the slightest 
idea." 

Now, there are performers who would 
say this but, because they are disingenu¬ 
ous clods or determinedly, falsely modest 
poseurs, we would not believe them. 
Robert Bedford, for instance Redfnrd is 
a thoroughly decent liberal and a shy, re¬ 
tiring man, but he wears self-deprecation 
like a chimp wears a suit — no fit. Or 
Warren Beatty, who shuffles his feel and 
avoids the gaze in a parody of meekness* 
while you know perfectly well that inside 
his head there’s a d isco going on. 

Not Newman. When Newman says he 
doesn’t get it, you believe him. He says 
it*s all an accident of genetics and liming 
— born good looking, stumbling into the 
right places at the right times And be¬ 
sides that, he isn’t really all that good He 
told Esquire that he didn’t fee! he’d even 
known what acting was all about until rel¬ 
atively recently- He told reporters here, 
where he's working on a film, that it's 
worse than that. L T see my old films and I 
shudder. They're so inept," 

This has become a refrain for Newman 
in his maturity, his salad days if you will. 
He doesn't talk much, but when he does 
he fights his image at every turn. Perhaps 
it is even a burden. But he knows that 
when he docs talk, he will be asked about 
himself, and how he accounts for the 
one-man phenomenon. 

On this rare occasion, he has shown up 
to talk a bout I he first of two Newman 
films scheduled for release before the end 
of the year. He ploys Gen. Leslie R. 
Groves, arguably the single most impor¬ 
tant forgotten man of the 20th century* in 
Roland Joffe's ‘Tat Man and Little Boy." 
The title is likely to have resonance only 
to those bom before the Baby Boom. 
They were bombs. Far Man and Little 
Boy were, one of uranium and one of plu¬ 
tonium. Little Boy went off over Hi¬ 
roshima on Aug. 6, 1945; Fat Man was 
dropped on Nagasaki three days later, 
And Gen. Groves was the reason why. 

As a colonel in the Corps of Engineers, 
Groves had supervised the building of the 
Pentagon, the largest office building in the 
world, in the day's when it was called the 
War Department, As a general in 1942* 
Groves was the one charged with direct¬ 
ing the Manhattan Project, the effort to 
beat Nazi Germany in developing a 
nuclear-fission weapon. Groves su¬ 
pervised work at three secret locations* 
but the key breakthroughs came at Los 
Alamos, N.M., where Robert Oppen- 
heimer led a team of physicists trying to 
make the atom split, on command, in the 
most destructive way possible. 


Oppenhtimer and the rest of his 
"eggheads" were driven first by patrio¬ 
tism, then by the lure of fame and finally 
by their own reservations; in the waning 
days of the project, when Germany was 
already defeated and it was obvious that 
the atom race was over, there was nearly a 
revolt among some of the physicists, who 
wanted to put the genie back into the bot¬ 
tle. 

“Fat Man and Little Boy" is largely 
about how Groves first inspired the 
eggheads, then drove them, by force and 
deception, to complete the task. Finally it 
is about how Groves made sure that not 
only would the bomb be completed, but 
that it would be used. That was crucial, 

History passed Groves by, and didn’t 
do all that well by Oppenhe inter* either. 
What they created was much larger than a 
man or two, and they disappe ared into the 
long shadow. Now Newman, whose 
politics are just about diametrically op¬ 
posed to those of Groves (who left the 
Army in 1946 and died in 1970), re-creates 
a classic military bureaucrat, a champion 
of tunnel-vision. 

As Groves, Newman blusters and rants 
and seems to treat every obstacle as an 
enemy fortification to be stormed. New¬ 
man’s torso was padded with a costume 
appliance to give him bulk; he provided 
the bellowing voice and armored de¬ 
meanor on his own, ft’S a big, meaty per¬ 
formance. 


The man behind it talks about his life 
and work in a voice that is barely 3 whis¬ 
per, He has said, in the past, that he sim¬ 
ply doesn't talk well* and this seems true. 
There’s a softness about him, a deep reti¬ 
cence, His reaction to almost every ques¬ 
tion is initial silence, with a narrowing of 
the eyes, 3 quizzical turn of the head (as if 
he's translating you into a more familiar 
language). The brow furrows. He looks to 
the ceiling. 'Tfmmm," he will say. And 
then, in a manner almost Reaganesque, 
he begins with a two-syllable, "Well.., ” 

He took the part because begot caught 
up In the story of the making of the bomb, 
and because it was a good role. And he 
didn't anticipate curiosity that he, with his 
anti-nuke credentials, would want to play 
the uncle of the A-bomb. 

“I’ve been concerned with the 
military-industrial complex for a long 
time. But that in no way determines what 
characters I play. You can be a moralist 
and still play Iago, And t think it’s Empor- 
(□nt to reintroduce this issue." 

In Gen. Groves* Newman has found a 
character utterly different from himself, 
ripe for exploration. If nothing else. 
Groves was inflated with certitude: He 
knew his cause was right, and would toler¬ 
ate no dissent on that count — be couldn’t 
comprehend an opposing view. 

"Groves had a job to do. He thought 
what he did would win the war. And when 
you build something Like that, it is to be 
used. He was so afraid that the war would 


be over* he used deception." (Groves ac¬ 
tually concealed the information that 
Germany had failed to solve the atomic 
problem from the Los Alamos physicists, 
fearing they would lose their fire.) J 

Newman, and this is the reason you be¬ 
lieve his modesty is true* is not nearly so 
sure of himself. Having said that he has 
only recently discovered just what acting 
is all about* he is asked HOW recently — 
what picture? And he says, "The Ver¬ 
dict.” That was seven years ago. 

"There was a lot of wasted energy in all 
those early performances. I think if you 
would look back on your early work, it 
would not hold up in your own mind ei¬ 
ther. I thought my early films had a lot of 
energy, but I don’t think they had much 
else. You could see the actor working, but 
little more." 

And how then does he account for his 
success? 

Again: T don’t have the slightest idea. 

I really don’t, h's a whimsical business at 
best. The fact that you’re able to capture 
the audience’s imagination For any length 
of time is unreal." 

Newman wears his humility well. Ma¬ 
turity is part of it, certainly. His perma¬ 
nent good looks notwithstanding, he is not 
n young man. He was 3 young man in the 
Navy, stationed on a jeep carrier 200 
miles off Japan when little Boy reduced 
itself to its atomic elements, and he has 
seemed a young man ever since. But 
Newman will be 65 in January, “1 don’t 
spend an excessive amount of time think¬ 
ing about it. Maybe it’s time that 1 start¬ 
ed." 

He has simply been lucky enough to 
find a vehicle for his views. Clearly, he 
look on the part of Groves because it’s full 
of sinew: it's a workout. But he wants the 
movie to deliver a message. 

“These issues have to be kept open. I 
think these things have to be re-exammed. 
I firmly believe that anything that foments 
discussion* anything that encourages peo¬ 
ple to substantiate their viewpoint by 
learning more about it should he treated 
with a kind of passion." 

Maybe he's at peace with himself, 
maybe not, Newman doesn't seem entire¬ 
ty sure about that, either, and you get the 
feeling that if he were, it would make him 
nervous. He picks his roles according to 
the demands of the moment. 

"It’s just if I’m working or if I'm not 
working, if I haven’t BEEN working, il 
the character interests me, the subject in¬ 
terests me. H's a very whimsical process. 
t'm a very whimsical person." 

Later this year, Newman will ploy 
Louisiana's hard-partying pel, Earl Long, 
in “Blaze." As for the future? Will he di¬ 
rect again? Wilt he be back in a "political” 
film? Will he show up at the Oscars? 

“I don’t know. I’ve never had a plan, 
and I don’t think IVe got one now.’’ 

As befits a man who could look back on 
the movie career of Paul Newman and 
find that most of it gives him the shakes. 
Inside Newman there may very well be a 
regular guy, trying to get out. Still, it’s not 
such a bad place io be trapped.

Jn addition, during the 1950s, the Colony House, a 
halfway house For former Brandon Training School resi- 
dents, held an annual party for the community, line Rev. 
Morgan Ashley, then pastor of the Trinity Episcopal 
Church, would get completely into the spirit of she thing. 
Fagan traces his fascination with his favorite color, black, 
to Ashlev's ministerial robes. 

The first official Halloween parade occurred in 1959- It 
was organized by Cioffredi Dan Healy was then mayor 
of Rutland. Cioffredi s son, Billy, dressed as Casper [he 
Ghost, may have been the first comic book character in 
[he parade. 

Fagan was then a reporter with the Hemfd. The Rut¬ 
land Recreation Department was on his "heal." He 
watched that first parade, thinking it was a gmsd idea that 
could be made better. The next day. he went to see Ciof¬ 
fredi, who made him general manager of the parade com¬ 
mittee. 

Enter the Superheroes, 

Fagan, of course, set lo work on his own costume for 
the next year — Batman, of course. He has been unoffi¬ 
cial grand marshal of the event ever since. 

Several other Herald reporters and editors — Nicola 
Marro, Slayton, Henry Levins and Fagan — got into the 
act and developed their own personas as other Super¬ 
heroes. Each year, they would host the post-parade par¬ 
ty. Before long, word of the Rutland parade and party 
spread. 

People started writing letters about the parade to DC 
Comics, the creators of the BaEresidents of Gotham Oily. 
Their comments appeared in l ’fanzines" that are pub¬ 
lished on an amateur level for people interested in 
comics. 

One of these fanzines was called Comic Crusader, pro¬ 
duced by Martin L. Greim; one of its most frequent con¬ 
tributors was Tom Fagan. He and Greim gql lo know one 
another and, before long. Grerm was coming to Rutland 
for the annual parade. 

He told other comic book writers about it and before 
long, as many as 20 of the writers for DC and Marvel 
comics were coming to Rutland for [he event Soon, the 
city’s parties and Halloween parade were interwoven into 
[he ongoing battle between DC and Marvel in their com¬ 
petition for the best Ha tloween story 
From 1966 to 1975, dozens of comic books were writ¬ 
ten (o appear on Halloween, with the Rutland Parade 
and some of the city's residents, including Fagan and 
Rutland photographer Albert J. Marro as the Grim 
Reaper, drawn m. 

One of the early Halloween stories about Rutland had 
DC Comics' Defenders fighting some crazy cull whose 
members planned to take over the world, with Rutland as 
their headquarters. The battle look place after (lie annual 
Halloween parade "nut on Bald Mountain and to the east 
of Rutland Hospital.” 

Marvel Comics was not to be outdone. Its Issue R3 of 
the Avengers, published for Halloween, 1970 at a cost of 
15 cents, was called "The Revolution's Fine." 

ft began: "For. in a dark secluded mansion on the out¬ 
skirts of that quiet New England town, Rutland, Ver¬ 
mont — second li.gcsl city in the green-mountain state 
... yet still retaining a serene, rustic charm long missing in 
the hurly-burly of big city life. Rutland, Vermont — sur¬ 
rounded by rich* marble quarries ... verdant, high- 
peaked hillsides... and far-famed ski resorts — hardly the 
place where one would expect to find the Masters of 
Evil!" 

The story tells of a fiendish plot by the Masters of Evil 
to destroy the Avengers, who just happened to be in 
Rutland for Halloween. Guess why? To attend the annu¬ 
al parade and Tom Fagan's party. 

The mansion mentioned in this issue was the Clement 
House on Field Ave. in Rutland, where, from 1969 to 
1972* Fagan was caretaker. Before then, these annual 
parties were held, beginning in 1966, at the Kingsley 
Mansion at 73 Pine Street* now a condominium project 

After Fagan left the Clement House, which has since 
been renovated, the parties were held at the Rotary Field 
House, then at the Universalist Church in downtown 
Rutland. 
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Mr. Jack O’Lantern is the mystery visitor each year at the Halloween Parade. Clues to his or her identity »re 
given in the Rutland Herald ahead of time. The lucky youngster who wins the contest receives a new bicycle from 
Ihe Rutland Recreation Department. 


More than 600 people attended: the parlies, the last of 
which was held in 1975. Fagan said Cioffredi’s decision to 
always hold the annual parade on Oct, 31, the day Hal¬ 
loween actually falls on, meant I hat many of the New 
York creators Of I he superheros could n't come to Rut¬ 
land because of work schedules. 

Since then, interest in the Rutland parade on the purl 
of these artists and writers appears to have waned. In 
1986, Marvel Comic Group sent its famous web-slinging 
emissary, Spiderman, to Rutland's 27th annual parade. 

One recently created comic book character, Thunder- 
bunny the super-rabbit, was bom right here in Rutland. 
Gretm is his creator. Thunderbunny acquired his tremen¬ 
dous powers while vacationing in Rutland and his first act 
as a crime-busting bunny was the capture of two Rutland 
bank robbers. 

Who knows what literary characters might later evolve 
from the annual Halloween festivities? 



Of course, Fagan can’t take all the credit. The Rutland 
region must have been ripe for such frivolity. It may be, 
perhaps, that Halloween comes right at the end of the 
harvest season.

Without any other way of noting the time of harvest 
and with Thanksgiving a month away, Halloween is one 
way for us (o mark the end of autumn and the beginning 
of winter, 

Halloween, after all, has its beginnings in Celtic Days 
when harvest-related celebrations occurred on Ocl. 31. 

These celebrations combined autumnal riles with an¬ 
cient superstitions, which were later integrated into 
Christian rites. 

Cabbage Night, [he night before Halloween when 
pumpkins are smashed and cars smeared with rotten veg¬ 
etables from abandoned gardens, had Its origins in Scot¬ 
land, where it was celebrated with both mischievous and 
tender customs. Youths would pull cabbage — rank and 
pm rid after a few frosts — from the slalk, wrap the 
cabbage with rope or rags and set the thing on fire. 

Then, Eh rough the keyholes of the houses of those who 
had offended them during the year* the kids would blow 
darts of flame a yard long. Others would throw the foul- 
smelling cabbage against doors of those they didn't like. 

But the Scottish people also had a sweet delusion that 
they played out on Cabbage Night. Universal among the 
smaller children was the belief that babies grew in the 
cabbage patch. They believed a new brother or sister ap¬ 
peared in the household through the intervention of 
fairies who pulled the new family member from the roots 
of the cabbage slalk. 

Young children on Cabbage Night thus also laid gener¬ 
ous piles of cabbage roots against door sills and window' 
ledges in hopes that the fairies would set free at least one 
baby soul from the moldy cabbage, bringing another 
"bairn" into the household.

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Halloween's roots can be Traced to the even earlier 
times of the ancient Celts, who had a preoccupation with 
death and the cycles of life. Nov. 1 marked the beginning 
of winter in the Celtic calendar. The Druids, for example, 
lit bonfires on Oct. 31 to express gratitude for their har¬ 
vest. 

But they also lit bonfires because they believed that 
Samhain, the lord of the dead and ruler of darkness and 
winter, assembled the souls of those who had died within 
the year and who, for their sins, had been confined in the 
bodies of the lower animals. 

The Druids lit the fires to keep these souls from their 
towns and to show them the way to heaven or hell- To 
this day, certain Irishman call Oct. 11 Oidhchc Shamhna 
or the Vtgjl of Samhain. 

Carnivals were commonly held on this day. The an¬ 
cients believed that ghosts, witches, goblins and all sorts 
of supernatural creatures of darkness came out for the 
festivities. Thus, evolved the idea of dressing up as ghosts 
and witches, ghouls and gremlins. 

Common to all those traditions was the belief that the 
spirits of the dead walked abroad on Oct, 33, Our ances¬ 
tors believed that if you met one of these spirits face to 
face, you would drop dead. 

At the same time, Halloween is descended from the 
ancient Roman festival that honored Pomona, the god¬ 
dess of fruit and gardens, on or tiboui Nov, l. Children 
received sweets and fruit from neighbors and 
pranks on those who didn't give them a treat. Today’s 
carved pumpkin is the relic of these symbols of harvest. 

As they did with many Fagan holidays, Christians 
placed overlays of religious significance onto the ancient 
myths, Halloween’s name comes from the Christian All 
Hallow Even, meaning the day that preceedes All Saints' 
Day. 

All Saints' Day is the Anglican and Roman Catholic 
feast on which the church glorifies God for all his saints, 
known and unknown, particularly martyrs. 

Many of Halloween’s symbols, such as cats, witches, 
brooms and the like, come from the oldest of these an¬ 
cient religions, that of Wicca — also called the "Crafte of 
the Wise." It was led bv women, 

Wicca was the most widespread underground religion 
in Europe until the I SeN Century. It is from Wicca that we 
get our sense of witches and witchcraft, In that time, 
witches were revered, and their sisterhood had the job of 
performing rites to bring prosperity to the land and the 
people, as well as to act as seers and healers. 

Followers of Wicca worshipped the Goddess Diana, 
the Virgin Huntress* as well as the Great Mother, the one 
who who holds the keys to the doors of death, rebirth and 
reincarnation, 

By the Middle Ages, Wicca had become a forbidden 
religion. Nine million Europeans were said to have been 
burned, hanged, stoned or drowned for continuing in 
their beliefs. That treatment continued into Colonial 
America where hundreds* if not thousands of people 
were tortured or kilted because they were thought to 
have been witches. 



Which brings us back to Fagan and our meeting at the 
Horton Cemetery. Fagan wanted to show me the graves 
of William H. and Horatio G. Eddy, perhaps the most fa¬ 
mous mediums in the world- Mediums are people who 
“communicate*' with the dead. 

He believes the Chittenden natives, whose lives were 
chronicled in dozens of articles, including one by Arthur 
Conan Doyle* and a lengthy book by journalist Henry S. 
Olcott* left behind an awareness of supernatural things 
that precludes the modem-day interest of residents of this 
region in the supernatural and things occult* as well as 
Halloween, 

Once* hundreds flocked yearly to the Eddy’s home to 
take pari in seances or watch the strange apparitions they 
were said to have called forth “from beyond the veil,” 

Even though they once were able to pay their bills in 
gold coin, the Eddys died paupers. Today their grave 
stones* located in the private cemetery, are unkempt and 
overgrown, 

Someone has scratched a pen tacle in the stone of Hor¬ 
atio Eddy. The pentacle can be interpreted as represent¬ 


ing one of four symbols — a Star of David, a sign of Sa¬ 
tanism, the symbol of Wicca, or that of the Theosophies! 
Society, a publishing house established by one of the 
people who frequented the Eddy home. Countess Helena 
Blavatsky* and still in existence today publishing inspira¬ 
tional books. 

No matter how you interpret its meaning, the scratched 
sign is vandalism. That upsets Fagan, as does the fact that 
the graves of the men who made Chittenden “the spiritu¬ 
al capital of the universe” have not been properly cared 
for. 

He is equally outraged that the town makes no recogni¬ 
tion of the Eddys, even though they have been recently 
rediscovered by New Age students “Why does this town 
continue to ignore these people?’’ asks Fagan. 

He looks upon the treatment that the Eddys suffered in 
life a$ well as death as part of an old prejudice against the 
unexplained or the unexplainable. He see* some 
hypocrisy in the modem celebration of Halloween by in¬ 
dividuals who know little of its origins. 

Seances have been he id in recent years at the old Eddy 
abode* now owned by the High Life Ski Club of New Jer¬ 
sey. Although those in attendance told of having experi¬ 
enced strange impressions from cold chilis and visions, 
their experiences pale in comparison with reports of the 
Eddys* activities. 

To understand what went on in this humble place in 
Chittenden, you should know something of Spiritualism, 
a movement that had seized the public interest in the af¬ 
terlife in 1847 after the Fox sisters of Rochester, N.Y., 
amazed Local citizens by levitating bodies and purportedly 
summoning full-figure apparitions for audiences. 

This was a time of patent mediducs that contained hal¬ 
lucinogens, of a fascination with the occult* of unusual re¬ 
ligious sects and of persecution of their followers. 

The Eddy father had come to Chittenden in 1817, The 
family were primitive farm folk. The father was described 
by Arthur Conan Doyle as “one of those narrow perse¬ 
cuting fanatics," while the mother was said to have 
posessed psychic powers that she inherited from her an¬ 
cestors, one of which was said to have been sentenced Eo 
burn as a witch. 

The literature about the Eddys says that most of the 
children seemed to have possessed some Level of psychic 
power, while Horatio and William’s abilities were the 

most powerful. 

At first, the father tried to discourage what he consid¬ 
ered diabolical powers on (he part of his children, Doyle 
calls their homelife ”a hell upon earth.” because of the 
brutish punishments bestowed on them by the father. As 
an example* he says chat when one of the children fell 
into a trance, boiling water was poured over him and n 
red-hot coal was placed on his head. 

It wasn’t much belter away from home where the chil¬ 
dren were reported to have displayed their psychic abili¬ 
ties, making things move or causing unexplained noises. 
They were often chased out of the classroom and eventu¬ 
ally forbidden from attending school, 

Depsite his feelings about the diabolic nature of his 
children, the father was not adverse to making money off 
them. He hired them out as mediums and brought them 
around the world, where they were repeatedly tested as 
frauds. 

According to Doyle and Olcott, their hands and arms 
were grooved and scarred with marks made from burning 
sealing wax, tight ropes and handcuffs plated on them by 
investigators and skeptics. 

Doyle says the Eddy boys’ repertoire covered the 
“whole range of physical mediumshsp — mppings, 
movement*of objects, paintings in oils and water colours 
under influence, prophecy, speaking strange tongues, 
healing, discernment of spirits, levitation, writing of 
messages, psyehometry, clairvoyance, and finally the 
production of materialised forms,” 

In all, hundreefe of witnesses reported seeing more than 
400 apparitions brought forth by the Eddys during differ¬ 
ent seances. These were described as people of all sorts, 
sizes, sexes and races, dressed in marvellous garments, 
from “babies to Indian warriors, gentlemen in evening 
dress, a Kurd with a nine-fool lance, squaws who smoked 
tobacco, ladies in fine costumes,” according to O Icon's 
book, People From the Other World. 

From reading the various reports of these appa rat ions 
and the hundreds of tests done to prove them fraudulent, 
only a few explanations are possible. Either the Eddys — 
who were described by Olcott as “more like rough, 
hard-working farmers” than sophisticated magicians — 
were incredibly talented at creating illusions, or the hun¬ 


dreds of witnesses to these events were hallucinating, ex¬ 
aggerating or lying, or the events actually happened, or 
some combination of the above. 

William Eddy was the chief medium for these phe¬ 
nomena. Among the apparitions he conjured were a 
giant Indian named Sant urn and a female Indian named 
Honto. These two “materialised so completely and so 
often that the audience may well have been excused if 
they forgot sometimes that they were dealing with spirits 
at all," said Olcott, 

Olcoct reports that during the sessions, many of these 
spirits or apparitions were weighed on scales, as were the 
people in attendance- Olcott reported that the appari¬ 
tions, although looking much heavier, weighed in at 
about 5u or 60 pounds, while those In attendance each 
seemed to have lost weight white the apparition was m 
the room. 

The Eddys were not well-received in the community at 
the time and, it appears, there is little local interest in 
studying or recognizing their lives today. 

Horatio and William F*ddy bought the plots where they 
are buried in the Horton Cemetery, perhaps a mile from 
the town cemetery where their parents and siblings are 
buried. Fagan postulates that they had no wish to spend 
eternity buried near their father. 

At any rate, no money was ever paid for perpetual care 
for the Eddys buried in the Horton Cemetery. Fagan has 
offered to pay the town's cemeteiy committee S5Q each 
year to have the grass mowed around the graves, but the 
cemetery committee wants I15U for maintenance of the 
two Eddy graves and one of a friend of theirs buried ad¬ 
jacent to them. 

Town Clerk Harriet Thorne notes that there is no offi¬ 
cial recognition, either in monument or writing, of the 
Eddy family and its role in the development of spiritual¬ 
ism. 

Although there was once displeasure by the locals of 
the notoriety the family brought to the town, that has 
long since dissipated, she said: “There never was any in¬ 
terest in them by the people of this town even though 
they were world-renuwncd. This i$ a farming community. 
We thought none of what they were involved in was im¬ 
portant.” 

Today, there is renewed interest in the Eddys. Thome 
receives frequent communication from some student of 

the occult searching for information about them. She 
obliges them from a file she has created, based on news 
dips of their lives. 

’But as far as interest on the part of townspeople, it's 
simply not ihek*” she said , 

Bert Muzzy, one of three cemetery commissioners, 
used to mow the Eddys’ grave voluntarily, but as he ap¬ 
proaches his 80th birthday, he finds the task too difficult. 

He often finds young people sitting by the Eddy graves 
and is in the habit of asking if they are related, hoping to 
find someone who will pay for the care of the graves. But 
most of the visitors describe themselves as students, and 
several have mentioned that they had come to the Eddys’ 
graves in the hope “of changing their lives,” Muzzy said. 

As Hallo ween approaches, Fagan thinks of all this, of 
the history of the region from long ago to Ihe history 
be Eng created this moment, and the way it weaves togeth¬ 
er. He thinks of the events in man’s long past, from the 
time when he built monuments of stone to honor or paci¬ 
fy forces that awed him. He talks of his effort to make 
some order of his universe. 

Through all this, he says, there are many common 
themes. One is that obsession man has to understand the 
meaning of life and death. Another is his strong desire to 
make merry, io face fears through blind frivolity* to test 
the hand of fate and dare the powers that are confound¬ 
ing in their inexplicity. 

Modern man may have traveled far from the days when 
witches were honored and babies believed born from 
cabbage patches. Yet, there is renewed interest in super¬ 
natural phenomenon, perhaps in response to the routine 
of our everyday lives. 

Halloween, says Fagan, is our collective, if subcon¬ 
scious, participation in all that, a constant reminder of the 
ancient origins of these things as well.

Long after midnight, New 
Year's Eve: a moment that "The 
Fabulous Baker Boys/' the slow , 
leasing, rapturously moody ro¬ 
mance written and directed by 
Sieve Kloves, has been wailing 
for. 

Every waiter and busboy and 
reveler has left the hold night- 
dub, hut the balloons and the 
confetti remain. On each empty 
table, a tittle lamp casts.a deep, 
warm glow. And on the stage, at 
llie piano, the beautiful singer 
and the handsome, world-weary 
pianist are still reding from the 
version of "Makin Whoopee" 
they performed earlier in the eve¬ 
ning. 

Alone at last, with the time fi¬ 
nally right, they're ready to add a 
new verse, 

This is The sort of thing that 
'The Fabulous Baker Boys” does 
very welL 

Its a film specializing in 
smoky, dnwn-at-the-heels glam¬ 
our, and in [he kind Of smart, 
slangy dialogue that sounds right 
without necessarily having much 
to say. 

That its characters are essen¬ 
tially familiar does nothing to 
make them less dazzlmgly artrae- 

live. Kloves, a first time director 


who only occasionally feds like 
one. is good with ambiance and 
even better with actors. The best 
thing he has done with this film's 
three stars is to ha ve chosen them 
in the first place.

Fat Man and Litde Boy: 
Mixing History and Melodrama

"Fat Man and Little Boy/ 1 Roland Joffe's film 
about the creation of the atomic bomb, is an uncom¬ 
fortable mixture of Hollywood melodrama and illus¬ 
trated history lesson. 

ft's not without intercsl, primarily because of the 
importance Of (he subject matter But the topic is 
handled so clumsily than he movie leaves one more 
irritated than enlightened Like Joffe's previous 
film, 'The Mission/ 1 it explores important historical 
issues but fails to coalesce into compelling drama. 

Set in 1942*through 1945, "Fat Man" details the 
massive project in wmctvji group of America's most 
brilliant scientists gathered in Los Alamos. N.M., to 
devise the most horrible weapon ever conceived. 

Its focus is on the two men who were instrumental 
in making the process a success: Gen. Leslie R, 
Groves (Paul Newman), the project's military com¬ 
mander. and physicist 1. Robert Oppenheimer 
(Dwight Schultz), his civilian counterpart 

Groves is a no-nonsense kind of commander who 
initially chafes at the demands of his recalcitrant sci¬ 
entists: he's not used to the troops having minds of 
their own But he’s determined (o get the bomb 
made — for the sake of both his country and his ca¬ 
reer. (He knows his reputation in the military de¬ 
pends on the successful completion of the project.) 

Oppenheimer is a more enigmatic character. A 
genius with decidedly leftist politics, he agrees to 


take on the job, partly out of ego, partly out of fear 
of the Nazis Much later on, when a group of his un¬ 
derlings start grumbling that the bomb should be 
dropped on a deserted island, not a populated area, 
he wavers a bit before rejecting their ideas. We work 
for the military, he proclaims: it's not our business 
what they do with our creation. 

The fact (his rather astonishing turnaround is 
never explained is one of the film s biggest prob¬ 
lems. The screenplay, by Joffeand Bruce Robinson, 
never gets a hnndle on Oppenheimer. Why, exactly, 
does he abandon his principals? How does he justify 
this in his own mind? "Fat Man” doesn't give us a 
due. 

The film is equally vague about (he often strained 
relationship between Oppenheimer and Groves. Ac 
several points, they exchange what appear to be 
meaningful glances —only they aren’t meaningful to 
us. What are they thinking? How do they regard one 
another? We have no idea. 

Rather than developing their relationship, the 
film wastes lime on several silly and distracting sub¬ 
plots. The most disposable of these concerns physi¬ 
cist Michael Merriman (John Cusack) and his bud¬ 
ding affair with an Army nurse (Laura Dem). 

Here's a better idea: Skip the movie, and go right 
to the book.

When Pfeiffer, draped across 
Jeff Bridges’s piano and setting 
some new standard for cinematic 
slinkiness, performs in the 
above-mentioned New Year's 
Eve sequence with the camera 
gilding hypnotically around her, 
die just plain brings down ihe 
house.

Rideout, St. Peter Crowley Race Winners

The heat was oppressive; the 
hills were menacing. Rutland na¬ 
tives Greg Rideout and Jill St.

St, Peter had a stem test from 
West Rutland's Michelle Bums, 
The two shadowed one another 
nearly the entire race, it wasn't 
until they got to the last hUl just 
before the straight away to the 
finish line that St Peter finally 
shook Bums, 

"It was a very close race. We 
were together until that last hill," 
said St. Peter, who said she felt 
running in the heat in South 
Carolina helped her to cope with 
the conditions on this day. 

Bums crossed the line just 11 
seconds after St, Peter. 

St. Peter had an outstanding 
cross country season for the 
Gamecocks in the fall but she 
describes her track season this 
spring as "up and down.”

The budget ax fell hard Monday 
in City Hall as the mayor un¬ 
veiled a $16,76 million spending 
proposal that contained 14 staff 
cuts — including five layoffs, 

The proposed budget for the 
fiscal year beginning in July also 
includes a hike in property taxes 
that would put the city at the tax 
ceiling contained in its charter. 

The budgetary layoffs would be 
the first in City Hall in almost a 
decade, city officials said. 

The mayor plans to lay off three 
firefighters, the recreation custo¬ 
dian and the assistant data pro¬ 
cessing manager. He aaid the cuts 
were necessary for the city to live 
within the charter tax cap of 85 
cents for every $100 of assessed 
value of property. 

H We didn't have a choice,* Wen- 
nberg said. 

In addition, the budget contains 
five staff cuts in the police depart¬ 
ment, three in the public works 


department, and one in the city 
clerk's office. Those positions 
were left open through attrition, 
Wennberg said, 

Wennberg said it was clear that 
with increases in both the city 
and school budgets, taxpayers’ 
hills would rise from their current 
rule of $2.1275 for every $100 of 
assessed property value. Cur* 
rently, a house assessed at 
$100 000 has a tax hill of 
$2,127.50, 

However, the total tax rate will 
not be set until July. 

The total proposed city budget 
of $16.76 million is up 7.7 percent 
over the current year. However, 
the portion of that to be raised hy 
property taxes is np only 2.8 per¬ 
cent to $9,2 million. 

The city expects to hit the do¬ 
cent charter tax limit, up from 
80,5 cents this year. 

Likewise, school officials expect 
to hit their tax cap of $1.05, up

; Wennberg said the biggest 
chunk of the city budget would go 
toward funding public safety 
items such as fire and police pro¬ 
tection and water treatment. 

; The second priority of the bud¬ 
get is to fund infrastructure, such 
as roads, the sewer plant, and city 
buildings, he said. 
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Next comes “quality of life* 
items such as recreation and li¬ 
brary services, he said. 

In his five-page letter to the 
Board of Aldermen, Wennberg of¬ 
fered the following highlights of 
the budget: 

► The document does not con¬ 
tain across-the-board salary in¬ 
creases. Pay hikes .are budgeted 
only in cases where they have 
been negotiated, such as the aver¬ 
age 7 percent hike agreed to with 
the police union, and those ap¬ 
proved by the aldermen, such as a 
raise for the mayor and city asses¬ 
sor starting in April 1991, 
However, Wennberg stopped 
short of absolutely ruling out pay 
raises for other employees. He 
said that when the fire and public 
works union contract negotiations 
were completed later this year, a 
recommendation would be made 
I on salaries of non-union employ- 

I een- 

■ The city attorneys position 
I would become full-time, up from 
the current 30 hours a week. “A 
growing workload" — specifically 
for work done in zoning and water 
and sewer matters — was cited as 
the reason. However, Wennberg 
said the expansion would not in¬ 


crease property taxes. The extra 
money would come from state Act 
200 funds and transfers from the 
water and sewer funds, he said. 

► The Public Works Depart¬ 
ment is accomplishing more but 
spending less, according to Wen¬ 
nberg. 

This spring the department 
eliminated a 24-month backlog in 
sidewalk and curb installations 
and repaired 19 broken storm 
drains, compared to three drains 
repaired at this time last year, he 
said. 

The department has been able 
to accomplish this by eliminating 
past practices of picking up spring 
trash and installing residential 
sewer and water hookups, he 
said, 

► The Police Department 
would be renovated at a cost of 
$125,000. The money would come 
from the water reserve fund. 

According to Wennberg, the 2,8 
percent hike in property taxes 
would fund a variety of increases 
in certain budget items, including 
$20,000 in street lighting; 
$18,000 in new storm drains; 
$13,500 in library funding; 
$15,500 in city elections; and 
$9,000 in police salaries. 


The layoffs may be one of the 
more controversial issues of the 
budget proposal, which for the 
next month is subject to the scru¬ 
tiny of the aldermen. 

The firefighters’ union is con¬ 
cerned about the layoffs and is 
planning a meeting to discuss 
them, one fireman said. 

Under the budget, there would 
be 183 full-time city positions, 
down from 203 two years ago. 

The people the mayor proposes 
to lay off beginning on July 1, 
according to dty officials and 
other sources, are Assistant Data 
Processing Manager Darlene Kel¬ 
logg; Recreation Custodian Char¬ 
les Davis; and firefighters Mich¬ 
ael Barrett, Michael Robillard 
and Mark Meszaros, 

Two of the five reached Monday 
night, Barrett and Robillard, de¬ 
clined to comment. About a dozen 
firefighters showed up for the 
mayor's budget presentation 
Monday night, but they declined 
to speak when asked by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Fire Chief Gerald T. Lloyd said 
the layoffs involved the three fire¬ 
fighters with the least seniority. 
They could continue in the de¬ 
partment on a part-time basis, he 


said. 

The layoffs would not hamper 
emergency fire and rescue ser¬ 
vices, the chief said. However, 
they could slow non-emergency 
services such qs building inspec¬ 
tions, he added. 

Asked which people would be 
laid off, Lloyd disclosed only Bar¬ 
rett’s name, saying he was the 
only one he could reach before 
Monday night 

Sources within the department 
said the other two were Robillard 
and Mes zeros. 

Police Chief Robert R Holmes 
said there would be no decline in 
services to city residents due to 
cuts in his department, which arc 
four police positions and one 
clerk. 

“We will have the same number 
of police officers on the street that 
we have right now,” Holmes said. 

Part of the police budget in* 
volves a re-organisation of the 
department. Ranks of some offic¬ 
ers have been reduced but their 
pay and responsibilities have in¬ 
creased, the chief said. 

He also said that better super¬ 
vision of officers on the street had 
dramatically increased productiv¬ 
ity. 


The budget will be scrutinize* 
in the coming weeks by alder 
manic committees. The bosrt 
must finish its review by June 30, 
City Treasurer Ronald Grave* 
said there was little fat in the 
budget. "It's going to be a lean 
year for all departments," he said.

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Firefighters Union 
Reacts in Anger 
To Several Layoffs

Angry firefighters held a union 
strategy meeting Tuesday in re¬ 
sponse to three layoffs planned in 
their department, while another 
victim of the budget-cutting ax 
said he was just sorry to be losing 
his job. 

Deep stalT reductions — five 
layoffs and nine job cuts through 
attrition — are planned as part of 
the 316.76 million proposed an¬ 
nual budget unveiled Monday by 
Mayor Jeffrey N. Wennberg. 

Some aldermen contacted Tues¬ 
day said they were disappointed 
by the number of job cuts but 
were resigned to them in an un¬ 
usually difficult budget year. The 
city is at the legal limit of amount 
of property taxes it can raise. 

But the firefighters' union was 
upset and a spokesman said the 
layoffs could affect the depart¬ 
ment's medical and refighting 
services. 

And 62-year-old Charles Davis, 
who is slated to be laid off in July 
after 12 years as custodian at the 
Lawrence JttecreatioiLCenter. said 
he was just plain disappointed. 

"The timing was poor for me 
because I have an invalid wife at 
home and it makes it a little 
tougher," Davis said. He said he 
would begin to “browse around" 
for another job. 

Also slated for July layoffs are 


firefighters Michael Barrett 
Mark Meazaros and Michael Rob- 
illard and Assistant Data Pro¬ 
cessing Manager Darlene Kel¬ 
logg. The firefighters have re¬ 
fused comment and Kellogg could 
not be reached Tuesday. 

Asked how he decided where 
the layoffs should come, Wen¬ 
nberg said the recreation custo¬ 
dian's duties had diminished 
greatly since the use of the Law¬ 
rence building w r as reduced to 
only one floor. Furthermore, he 
said the department had been 
spared staff cute in the last three 
years. 

In the data processing office, 
there were opportunities for reor¬ 
ganization, he said. 

And the firefighter layoffs 
seemed to present the least im¬ 
pact on services to taxpayers, 
Wennberg said. 

But Alan P. Biedertnan, the 
lawyer for the firefighters union, 
had plenty of criticism of the 
three layoffs, He said the depart¬ 
ment's ability to fight fires would 
be diminished and its rescue ser¬ 
vice might not survive. He also 
said the department was too 
heavy in management. 

“In my opinion, (firefighters) 
should begin to think of letting 
buildings bum, rather than risk¬ 
ing their personal safety," Biede-

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School Board Says No to Aerator 


Superintendent Pushes 
Purchase of Equipment 

By KEVIN O’CONNOR 
The Rutland City School Board pierced a 
plan Tuesday to purchase a $5,253 aerator to 
poke holes in sports fields. 

Alter spending the spring cutting almost $1 
million in staff and supplies to balance its 
annual operating budget, the board was 
asked to allocate money from a special capital 
equipment fund to pay for the lawn care 
device. 

But board members tabled action on the 
request after questioning whether the fund 
was set up for maintenance items or Tor the 
purchase of new merchandise. 

School Superintendent Charles P. Skip- 


tunas and Athletic Director John F, Bourgom 
spoke highly or the aerator. 

“This is the season that the grounds should 
be aerated/ Skiptunas said. 

“You've got a very valuable resource in our 
fields,” Bourgeon added, "You run the risk of 
losing tt. over a period of time." 

But school commissioners questioned 
whether the capital equipment fund, which is 
financed by a 3 cent city tax per $100 of 
property, should be tapped for new purchases. 

"I believe this is a capital equipment item,” 
Skiptunas responded. 

But according to news accounts about the 
fund's establishment in 1987, school commis¬ 
sioners told city taxpayers that the money 
would be used only for repair of buildings and 
replacement of existing equipment. 

The school system does not own an aerator. 
But the city's Recreation and Parke Depart¬ 


ment does, and Recreation Superintendent 
John W, Cioffredi said Tuesday night that the 
school system could borrow it, 

“Sure/ CiolTredi said in a telephone inter¬ 
view. 

The recreation superintendent said his de¬ 
partment used the aerator between two and 
three times a year to poke air holes into 
playing fields. 

Talk of the aerator came at a meeting 
where board members discussed a new sys¬ 
tem for drafting their annual multi-million- 
dollar operating budget. 

In the past, administrators have presented 
the board with a spending proposal, which 
members have then cut down to meet a city 
charter tax rate limit. 

But commissioner Michael R Dick sug¬ 
gested Tuesday that the board adopt a “zero

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base' 1 budget process in which 
members prioritized what they 
wanted to spend money on. 

This, Dick snid t would allow the 
board to "build” a budget upward 
item by item rather than have to 
cut a mill ti-m il lion-d oil ar pro* 
posal that already committed to 
hundreds of individual spending 
requests. 

This year, the board cut more 
than a dozen personnel positions 
and more than $500,000 in sup¬ 
plies and equipment to bring a 
$14.4 million budget under a tax 
limit of $1,05 per $100 of assessed 
property. 

On Tuesday, the board read a 
letter from city aldermen stating 
that the school budget may have 


to be trimmed a bit further be¬ 
cause the $1.05 tax limit would 
not accommodate the final budget 
figure. 

In response, school officials said 
their budget proposal was an esti¬ 
mate based on projected slate aid 
and assessed value of all city 
property, and they had antici¬ 
pated they might have to cut 
some more supply requests. 

Dick said the board should be¬ 
gin writing next year's budget 
immediately because the contin¬ 
ued squeeze on local and state 
revenues would make the process 
even more difficult. 

“The budget is a reflection of 
i the policy of the board/ he said.
